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T the close of this school yedss’ 1894**95, the forty-sixth in the 

history of the college, we would present to your honorable body, 


the Board of Trustees of Rockford College, the following report: 


_ We wish to express our sorrow at the death of Mr. James W. Scott 
of Chicago, one of your members. We shall miss the intelligent and 
active interest which he always manifested for the affairs of the college. 


We have had during the year boarding pupilsfrom thirteen different 
states, and one from Japan; as well as the usual day school. We have 
also had special students in drawing and painting, and music, and 
have received into our gymnasium a number of women sent by their 
physicians. The total number of different students in all departments 
is two hundred and twenty-three. 


The health of the school has been good throughout the year. The 


result of the gymnastic training in typical cases is shown by the 
following report:

ified collegiate classes in scadinee, “Bor the purpose of acquiring a broader 
view of the varience of poiitical dpihions in different sections of our 
country, the class in Historical Exercises has this year been compar~ 
ing the constitution and laws of the Southern Confederacy with those 
of the United States. Five students have taken the prize examinations 
in the English Bible, offered by the American Institute of Sacred Litera- 
ture to Juniors and Seniors in all the colleges throughout the United 
States and Canada. Miss Wilkins has given a series of talks to the 
school on the development of the opera and its treatment by Wagner. 
During the spring term there has been a class for the out-door study 
of birds, conducted by Miss Eaton. 


After a connection with Rockford College of thirty-seven years, Mr. 
Hood has resigned his position as musical director. His familiar 
presence will be missed in the College. Under his charge the depart- 
ment of music has always been well sustained and widely and favorably 
known. The Mendelssohn society, a Rockford musical organization 
of the highest character, owes most of its success to the graduates of 
the musical department of the College. 


Miss Mary Roxy Wilkins will have charge of the musical department 
next year and will be assisted by Mr. Howard Wells. Miss Wilkins 
has recently returned from a two year’s stay in Europe where she stud- 
ied piano, in Berlin with Oscar Raif, and organ in Paris with Alexander 
Guilmant. Mr. Frank T. Baird, of Chicago, will still have charge of the 
vocal music and will be assisted by Miss Radacke. High as has been 
the standard of our musical department heretofore, under its reorgani- 
zation we shall secure to our students greatly increased facilities and 
opportunities in the prosecution of their studies. 


Miss Jacoby has again had charge of the work in drawing and 
painting, after two year’s study in Europe. 


The facilities of the College have been increased this year by the 
purchase of additonal apparatus for use in the work in electricity, and 
charts and apparatus for the biological laboratory. For the library 
books have been bought from time to time; among them we have added 
a complete set of the Sacred Books ofthe East for the class in compara- 
tive religion, and standard works in English, French and German Lit- 
erature. 


The two literary societies conducted by the students have done 
enthusiastic work; the classical club organized last year reports a sat- 
isiactory year’s work. The Glee and Mandolin clubs have practised 
faithfully throughout the year and gave a very creditable concert.

The’school has two societies for promoting work of a spiritual and 
sociological character. A missionary society holds monthly meetings 
for the purpose of keeping its members in sympathy with all kinds of 
missionary work and for helping in the maintenance of suchwork. By 
means of its weekly collections it has, together with the Christian 
Association, contributed to the following objects:

A Mission Band growing out of interest in the ‘‘Student Volun- 
teer Movement” holds weekly meetings. Its subject of study has been 
this year ‘‘The Historical Development of the Missionary Idea.” 


The work of the Christian Association has been growing rapidly 
during the last few years. In addition to holding weekly prayer meet- 
ings it has been doing practical neighborhood work as a branch of the 
City Union Aid Society. This work of a College Settlement character 
began with the establishment of a night school holding two sessions a 
week. In the course of time the night school work was taken up bythe 
Young Woman’s Christian Association of Rockford, and finally by the 
city itself. When freed from the night school, the Association joined 
the City Union Aid Society inneighborhood work. Regularly appointed 
committees of students visit the poor in the vicinity of the college, and 
endeavor to aid those in trouble by giving relief, sending the sick to 
the hospital, and finding employment for those out of work. Reports 
are made monthly to the College Association. This work has proved 
of practical value to the students in teaching them methods of philan- 
thropic work, and in the development of character. 


In addition to this work of the Christian Association a class in 
eymnastics has been held once a week for young women employed 
during the day. The class has been made possible by your generosity 
in giving the use of the gymnasium, and by the kindness of Miss Felker 
in giving her services as instructor. 


Under the leadership of Miss Sutliff a class in sociology was held 
once a week during the first two terms of the year. Jt was composed of 
Rockford women who are not otherwise connected with the college, and 
of some members of the college faculty and senior class. Miss Sutliff 
has also given a very scholarly and highly appreciated course of lec- 
tures on Napoleon and German Reconstruction, following the course 
given by her last year on the French Revolution. This year’s course 
was given by her under the auspices of the Unity Club. Dr. Leland 
gave a course of lectures in the winter to the graduating class of the 


training school for nurses in connection with the City Hospital. Miss 
Rumsey and Miss Gulliver have also given lectures in town during the 
year. 

We have also had the advantage of hearing the courses of lectures 
delivered in town this winter under the auspices of the Rockford Uni- 
versity Extension Center. ‘These courses in literature by Professor 
Moulton of the University of Chicago, in geology by Professor Salis- 
bury of the University of Chicago, and in sociology by Professor Ely of 
the University of Wisconsin, have been of special value. There have 
been also in the city during the vear fine concerts and other entertain- 
ments which we have been able to enjoy. 

This summer the Hull House College Extension classes hold their 
fourth annual session here from July 8th to August 5th. 

The interest of the alumnz in the College continues to grow; there 
are now six reunion associations holding yearly meetings. The 
Chicago association this year gave $100 toward the suppport of a 
student and $40 for the purchase of photographs for the class in the 
History of Painting.

The Student’s Aid Association reports this year nine students aided, 
and $1030.50 expended. This association has fully proved that its 
founders were wise, and that such an organization was needed in the 
school. Some of those who have been helped by it, have become self 
supporting women and are returning to the association the money 
which they have received from it. There is more call for borrowing 
from the Sill Loaning Fund than there are means for. The objects of 
these funds, the Students’ Aid, and the Sill Loaning, are too obvious to 
need comment, but it is very essential that they be increased either by 
direct gifts to the Sill Loaning Fund or by new memberships in the 
Students’ Aid Association, if they are to meet the demands yearly 
made upon them. Annual membership fees for the Students’ Aid Asso- 
ciation are $5; life membership fees are $100. 

In reviewing the work of this school year, of ’94-’95, we have 
spoken only of our progress and advantages. We should be dead 
indeed to the spirit of advancement, if we should add, we have no 


limitations and no needs. Our wants are of a serious nature and they 
call for particular emphasis. We have used all the opportunities 
which you and the friends of the College have placed within our control, 
but we have reached the point at which progress will be greatly facili- 
tated if we can have an endowment fund to meet a part of our current 
expenses. Schools can never be run as financial ventures, they ought 
never to be paying institutions, their work is philanthropic in the best 
sense of that word. Ii students are asked to give the requisite amount 
of money for value received, education becomes a luxury to be had by 
the few only, when it is the birthright of every child. This year 
with its financial stringency has brought to us with unusual sig- 
nificance the need of endowmeut. Every department of the school 
ought to be put upon a permanent basis and not depend for its enlarge- 
ment on the very uncertain income of the current year. 

Our department of Science now so well organized must have an 
assured sum every year for apparatus and books. Our library, always 
open to students for study, needs an annual income to be expended in 
the rebinding of old books and in the purchase of new ones. Every 
department of the school depends for its progress upon a rapidly grow- 
ing library. 

As your honorable body has done so much in the past for the 
success of the College, our hope is strong that through your instrumen- 
tality new friends may be found who will give us the endowment 
necessary for future growth and prosperity.
